remarks as "its all o\er line a horse 
race." 


The table of election ligures such uw 


printed in the CO.MIMI.K:: last week is 
a di.sinterewting combination of figures 
to many which they care little for. The 
majority ol the particular candidate or 
party in the important matter. 


The story of the election (inures of 


November ")th IN well worth studying, 
for they present some rather startling 
points of view. The figures of the 
Parker—Roosevelt 
campaign

given for comparison sothat this story 
might appear in bold 
relief.

The stay at homes numbered about 


41 per cent. In the last presidential 
campaign 78^0 voters went to the polls.

aud two thirds in the county, being as

vote in the boroughs, ami town is but 
iiSi! short of what it was in IW-j. while 
the country vote i^ L'5L'.'i votes short. In 
other words, in an off-year the couutrv- 
iutuj is, w i l l i n g to resign his rights as 
sovereign and hand them o \ e r t o h i s 
tirother Iu ing in the town. In the 
towns about 71 per cent of the total 
\oters turned out while iu the country 
but about ->! percent came to the polls 
and if the countryman 
should ever 


suffer by reason of his lack of interest 
iu an off-year lie will ouly have him- 
self to blame.

This same condition will appear in i 


the counties and is not flattering to 
any community. Candidates wou out, 
iu Adams on a total vote of much less, 
than one third of the whole number 
of electors, aud the.stay at homes outj 
numbered the total vote given auv 
candidate. 


The result of such elections is that 


the officers ilected are not the choice 
of a majority of their citi/.eus but of a 
majority of votes cast. The Demo- 
cratic form of goxernuie^t is 
baseil 


Upon the rule of the majority ami 
every candidate ought to have a riirht 
to win out and rule because a majority 
of the people have chosen him- 


This indifference to the exercise of 


the ballot cannot last forever. There 
is going to be a reaping as is sown. It 
looks to us very much that the time is 
not far distant when every elector will 
be made to vole iu order to enjoy the 
protection of the government he is 
apart of. It will be found that to pre- 
serve the Democratic principle of the 
rule of the majority, and to secure the 
safety of numbers that all the people 
will have to vote. The time is arriving 
when the stay at homes must be legis- 
lated out oS existence, that is, tiiey 
will be compelled to vote.
